The special committee, to whom was referred 
the, communication made to this House by R. C. 
Wmtersmitli, Esq., Treasurer of this Common 
wealth, report: That they have fully investigated 
the subject matter of said communication, and 
have obtained the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of this Commonwealth, on the construction 
of the act of the Legislature, under which said 
Wintersmith received the money mentioned in 
said communication. Said opinion of the Attor- 
ney General is herewith reported as a part here- 
of; from which it will be seen that it is his opin- 
ion that said Wintersmith, as Treasurer of the 
Commonwealth, had the right to receive said 
money under said act, whether lie actually ex- 
pended the whole or any portion of it for clerk 
hire or not, provided that lie caused all the duties 
and business of the office of Treasurer to be pro- 
perly discharged — and in that opinion this com- 
mittee fully concur. This opinion of the Attor 
nev General and the committee is corroborated 
by the evidence of gentlemen, members of the 
Legislature, at the time of the enactment of the 
Statute, that such was then the intention of the 
Legislature. 

This committee fully and cheerfully exculpate 
Mr. Wintersmith from any improper conduct in 
connection with this matter, or from having any 
thing which would justify the remotest suspicion 
, of dishonorable or improper conduct on his part. 

* This committee arc also of opinion that Mr. Win- 
J tersinith h is faithfully and honestly discharged 
the duties pertaining to his office. Therefore, 
the committee report to the House, for its adop- 
tion, the following: 

Be it resolved btf the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That said R. C. Win 
tersmitli, Treasurer of this Commonwealth, has 
faithfully and properly discharged, and caused to 
be discharged, all the functions of his office; that 
ho had both the legal and moral right to re- 
ceive and appropriate the money drawn by him 
under the act, approved March 9, 1854; that in 
doing so, he neither unlawfully nor unjustly 
appropriated any money of the Commonwealth 
to his own private purposes; and that no censure 
whatever can properly be attached to his conduct 
in connection therewith.

ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION. 

Attorney General’s Office, < 
February 1, 1856. \ 

Si* — 1 have received yours of to-day’s date, 
requesting my opinion of the proper construction 
of the act “concerning the Auditor’s Office and 
the Treasurer’s Office, approved .March 9, 1854.” 
The act is in these words: “That hereafter there 
shall be an additional allowance of one thousand 
dollars per annum for Clerks* hire in the Audit- 
or’s Office; and five hundred dollars per annum 
to the Treasurer , to enable him to employ the 
services of a Clerk, to aid him in the performan- 
ces of his duties; and the same shall be paid out 
ol the treasury in the same manner that other 
salaries are now paid.” 

It will be perceived there is a slight difference 
in the language used in the appropriation for 
Clerks’ hire in the Auditor’s Office, and that to 
the Treasurer. < >mitring that portion of the act 
relating to the Auditor’s office, and it would read: 
“Thai hereafter there shall be an allowance of 
five hundred dollars to the 7 treasurer , to enable 
him to employ the services of a Clerk to aid 
him in the performance of his duties.” 

Tfie office of Clerk iu the Treasurer's Office 
is not created by the act. The appropriation is 
directly “to the Treasurer,” and not to any Clerk 
whom he might appoint. The Treasurer, in iny 
opinion, was authorized to draw the money from 
the Treasury, and the manner of its appropria- 
tion seems, by the act, to he left to his discretion. 
'Hie presumption must be indulged that the Le- 
gislature did not intend to impose any restriction 
on the Treasurer as to the manner of applying 
the money ; and the question at last is, whether 
the duties of the office have been properly dis- 
charged; and whether they were performed bv 
himself alone, or whether he was aided by one 
or more clerks, is a matter of no consequence so 
far as the Commonwealth is concerned. In the 
judgment of the Legislature, the additional sum 
of five hundred dollars was necessary to insure 
a proper discharge of the duties of the office.

dr "The weather ccrtaiuly deserves ft notice. Its 
iike was never kuown in Kentucky. For some 
weeks we have had no thawing in the shade, ex- 
cept once, or perhaps twice, for a few hours; and 
very little thawing in the sun. The same snow 
that fell sevon weeks ago still lies upon the 
ground, with sundry additions since made to it. 
'fhe same ice then formed still coat3 the side- 
walks upon the shady side of every street. 

The mercury has shown throughout that period 
a remarkable attachment to the vicinity of zero; 
generally playing in a space between that point" 
and fifteen or twenty degrees above, but occa- 
sionally dropping down fifteen or twenty degrees 
below. About the first of last week it went 
slow ii Scipi-oecasionally. Its first incursion be- 
low zero (about that time,) was on Saturday 
morning. We do not know how far it went, but 
we saw it coming back after sunrise. On Sunday 
morning it took a little deeper excursion into that 
lower region — a lower region which, unlike the 
••lower regions” of Pluto, grows colder, and not 
hotr<*Bj the farther you penetrate — nor did it as- 
1 vend across the line at, any time throughout the 
■ day. On Monday it dipped down still lower, and 
reached full eighteen degrees below. On Tucs 
day it dipped down again, but failed, by three de- 
grees, of getting as low as the day before. 

Land and water are everywhere bound fust in 
ice. Omnibusses and waggons loaded with iron 
cross the Ohio upon the ice at Cincinnati. The 
Mississippi river is obstructed by lloating ice as 
low down us Baton Rouge. The rivers of Tex 
as are frozen over, and ice from the Colorado has 
been put up at Austin. In short, the South has 
lmd a real Northern winter. Ours here in Ken 
lucky would not disgrace Labrador, except that 
we lack Labrador’s five or six feet of snow ; a 
Canadian would think it just “seasonable;” and 
a Yankee from Maine wouldn’t know it from one 
of his own native w inters, except that our fences 
are not hid by snow, as his his apt to bo at this 
time of year. For ourself, personally, we rather 
enjoy it. There is about it a smack old times 
and boyhood’s days; for it is very much after the 
fashion of those we w ere “brought up” on, ill the 
Lake Eric region, about the latitude of 42. But 
it is a terrible winter upon the poor, and a most 
disastrous one upon the produce dealers and oth- 
er business men, who find everything frozen up 
and obstructed, except the stream of 4ime, which 
brings the maturity of their bills and acceptances 
draw n upon intended shipments forbidden by the 
ice. 



The Peace Propositions. 

The last news from Europe being to the effect 
that Russia had accepted the propositions for 
peace submitted by the Allies, through Count 
E3terhazv, the Austrian special ambassador, it 
becomes peculiarly interesting to re-examine 
these propositions, and see what are the precise 
terms upon which this grand quarrel is said to be 
adjusted Here are the propositions: 

I. DAXUBI AN PRINCIPALITIES. 

Complete abolition of the Russian protectorate. 
The Danubian Principalities shall receive an or- 
ganization conformidable to their wishes, to their 
wants, to their interests, and this new organiza- 
tion, respecting which the population itself will 
be consulted, shall be recognized by the contract- 
ing powers, and sanctioned by the Sultan as ema- 
nating from his sovereign initiative No state 
shall be able, under any pretext whatever, uuder 
any form of protectorate, to interfere in the ques- 
tion of the internal administration of the Princi- 
palities; they shall adopt a definitive permanent 
system demanded by their geographical position, 
and no impediment can be made to their fortify- 
ing, in the interest of their safety, in such man- 
ner as they may deem advisable, their territory 
against foreign aggression. 

In exchange for the strong places and territo- 
ries occupied by the allied armies, Russia con- 
sents to a rectification of her frontier with Tur- 
key in Europe. It would commence in the vicin- 
ity ol Chotym, follow the line of the mountains, 
which extend in a south easterly direction and 
terminate at lake Sosik. The fine {trace) shall 
be definitely regulated by the general treaty, and 
the conceded territory would return to the Prin- 
cipalities and to the sovereignty of the Porte. 

II. DANUBE. 

The freedom of the Danube and of its mouths 
shall be efficaciously assured bv European insti- 
tutions, in which the contracting powers shall be 
equally represented, except the particular posi 
don of the lords of the soil on the banks (dee 
riverains), which shall bo regulated upon the 
principles established by the Act of the Congress 
)f Vienna as regards the navigation of rivers. — 
Each of the contracting powers shall have the 
right to keep one or two small vessels stationed 
it the mouths of the river, destined to assure the 
execution of the regulations relative to the free- 
dom of the Danube. 

HI. NEUTRALIZATION OF Till: BLACK SKA- 

This sea shall be open to merchant vessels — 
closed to war navies ( marines militaires). Con- 
sequently, no marine military arsenals shall be 
created or maintained there. The protection of 
rhe commercial and maratime interests of all na- 
ions shall be assured in the respective ports of 
the Black Sea, by the establishment of institutions 
conformidable to international law, and to the 
customs sanctioned in such matters. The two 
powers which hold the coast, engage themselves 
to maintaiq only the number of light vessels of a 
fixed force, necessary for their coast service. — 
Phis convention, eonelndecl separately between 
these two pow ers, shall form part as an annex of 
the genet al treaty after receiving the approval of 
the contracting parties. This separate conven- 
tion cannot be annulled or modified without the 
consent of the signitaries of the general treaty. 
The closing of the Straits will admit the cxcep- 
ion applicable to the stationar 
iid in the preceding article.

Mr. Editor: — In vour paper of the ‘Jth, re- 
porting the proceedings of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on the resolutions offered by the com- 
mittee on Federal Relations as a substitute for 
those offered by Mr. A. J. James, of Pulaski, I 
am reported as having given as my objection to 
the fourth resolution, that it resolved that the 
power of Congress to interfere with the question 
of slavery in the territories, was of questionable 
constitutionality; and believing that Congress 
possessed that power by the constitution, 1 was 
compelled to vote agaiust it. This, 1 have no 
doubt, was ail unintentional mistake. My posi- 
tion and opinion on that subject has always been 
to the contrary, and was so expressed by mein 
the House, at the time to which your report al- 
ludes. 

1 know of no power of Congress save that 
a; Li i t'li is delegated to it by the Federal Constitu- 
tion, with such other powers, by implication, as 
are absolutely necessary to exercise and carry 
into effect those powers so delegated. 

Upon an examination of that Constitution, I 
can find no power given to Congress over the 
subject of slavery in the .States or Territories of 
this Union, cither expressed or implied. The 
fourth resolution contained a different doctrine; 
lienee 1 voted against it, though I heartily ap- 
prove of every other sentiment therein contained. 

The question of slavery and the powers and 
rights of Congress to interfere with that institu- 
tion in any of the Territories, 1 conceive to he a 
question ol vital interest to the South and the 
Union-loving metiof this confederacy, and should 
not be overshadowed by any other consideration; 
and Southern men should *]^?ak out boldly and 
openly on (his important question of Southern 
rights without being trammeled with party pre- 
judices or party measures of minor importance,

Gcntiemeu of the House of Re;rrese Motives . 

Before I proceed to complete the acceptance of 
the office which you have conferred upon me, I 
must beg your indulgence, and express my obli- 
| gations for the mark of furor. It would afford 
me far greater pleasure if it were accompauied 
even with the self assurance that I could bring to 
the discharge of the arduous and delicate iluties 
pertaining to my station— duties always perplex- 
ing, but now surrounded by unusual difficulties 

l a capacity commensurate with their responsibility 
and dignity. I can only say that I shall endeav- 
j “r to bear myself with fidelity to the interests and 
j institutions of the country, and with impartiality 
j ns fur as regards the rights of the House. I have 
j no personal objects to accomplish. 1 ain anima- 
ted by a single desire to contribute, in some little 
degree, to the maintenance of the well establish- 
ed principles of our government, in their original 
signification, in developing that portion of this 
continent which we occupy, as far as niav be 
within the power conferred upon ns for enlarging 
its capacity for beneficent influence at home and 
abroad, and in maintaining, in their purity, the 
inestimable privileges transmitted to us. 



and according to the lust January statement the 
entire surplus funds of the bank, also embraced

The 
Journal’s Jigures, it would sectn, are as little re- 
liable as its fancies. When the editor takes up a 
bank statement out of which to construct an ar- 
gument, he should be sure that he understands it 
before proceeding. The next time he attempts 
it, would it not be well for him to procure the aid 
of some “acute old bank manager” to assist him? 
And then perhaps he will be able to present facts 
a little more “stubborn and conclusive” than any 
lie bus yet presented. 

rhe Journal had also charged upon the bank 
directors motives, measures and practices the 
most disreputable; professing for them at the same 
time a high regard, as among the most enlighten- 
ed , honest and honorable citizens of the State. — 
And adduced as evidence to sustain the charges, 
the large amount of bills held by the banks and 
the liberal dividends they bad declared. I at- 
tempted to show that the eridence adduced did 
not sustain the charges, and that the conclusion 
to which lie arrived was, consequently, a mere 
assumption. How did he dispose of the argu- 
ment? Does lie attempt to show by facts that the 
trade, manufactures, agriculture and mining pro- 
ducts ol the State have not largely iucreased 
within the last few years; and that the increased 
market values of nearly all of the articles which 
enter into and make up the grand aggregate of 
the commerce of our State are not greatly higher 
now than formerly; and that the advancement in 
these particulars has not been in proportion to the 
increase of the “bill business” transacted by the 
banks? Not a word of it. He simply contents 
himseli with re-asserting his lbrmer assumptions 
upon that point, and with a sickly attempt at wit 
and ridicule. 

i shall only notice further his comments on 
tlie last paragraph of my former article, in which 
1 gave two reasons for the difference in the rates 
of exchange charged upon long and short time 
bills. One of those reasons was the greater risk 
that necessarily attaches to a long time bill, than 
to one having a shorter time to run. The other 
was the greater difficulty in determining the value 
to the liank of funds at any given point eight 
months lienee, than two months hence. The first I 
reason given he affects to regard as a ’’discovery” \ 
— as something unheard of before, and as an i 
idea “too absurd for serious refutation.” The I 
other lie characterizes as “plausible,” but ”knav 
ish.” I shall not. criticise the language lie cm 
ploys, but simply remark that it was very appa- 
rent, from the former articles in the journal , 
that the editor was engaged in the discussion of 
a subject that he had not studied; and conse- 
quently one that he was not acquainted with; 
and here we have further evidence of the fact. — 
Had he properly informed himself, he would have 
known that the reasons assigned were no new 
discovery, but that they have been recognized 
and settled as valid by the highest judicial tri- 
bunal of our State. In 7 If Monroe, in the case 
of Pilcher , assignee, vs. the Banks, tic., he will 
find precisely the same principles presented and 
established. Permit me to quote a portion of 
that decision: 

“Some of the banks charged a larger premium 
by way of exchange on lulls payable at four 
months, than they did on two months hills, 
and it is contended that this is of itself 
conclusive evidence of usury. The argument 
is that exchange has no reference to time, 
but only to the place of payment. That interest | 
is taken for the time and regulated by it. but ex- 
change should be the same whether a bill has a 
long or a short time to run. As the exchange on t 
the bill is the difference in the relative value of j 
money at different places, this reasoning would 1 
have some plausibility if applied to a bill of ex 
change payable in a country where the business 
and the money market arc staple, and their con- 
dition at a future day could be calculated with 
some certainty. But here, the changes and fluc- 
tuations in the money market and in exchange 
are frequent, and their extent uncertain. The 
more distant the time, the greater the uncertainty; 
and as the hazard is increased by postponing thr 
payment, an increase of premium adequate to the ad
